Claim 1 

Document 1: JP, 4-88782, A (Canon Inc.), 23 March, 1992 (23.03.92), full text, Figs. 1-8 
describes a solid-state color imager, comprising (1) a solid-state imaging element having a color 
separating filter composed of pixel arrangement patterns respectively consisting of four pixels containing 
a two-pixel full color transmission filter, and (2) a signal processing circuit for producing luminance and 
color-difference signals fi-om the information of respective pixels from the solid-state imaging element, 
wherein four luminance signals and two kinds of color-difference signals are produced for one of the 
arrangement patterns. The subject matter of claim 1 does not appear to be novel, since it constitutes a 
part of the solid-state color imager described in document 1 . 

Claims 2 and 3 

The subject matters of claims 2 and 3 are not substantially different from the matters described in 
document 1, except that signals are delivered to an apparatus of 4:2:0 pattern or 4:1:1 pattern. It is 
considered to be obvious for a person skilled in the art, to constitute the solid-state color imager 
described in document 1 in such a manner to deliver signals to an apparatus of 4:2:0 pattern or 4:1:1 
pattern well known in general image apparatuses. 

Claims 4-6 and 9-12 

Document 2: JP, 10-108209, A (Matsushita Electric Industrial Co., Ltd.), 24 April, 1998 (24.04.98), full 
text, Figs. 1-7 

describes an interpolation processing, in which a means for calculating the correlation degrees of each 
interpolation reference pixel to a plurality of pixels existing around saia interpolation reference pixel is 
provided so that a pixel is interpolated in the direction larger in the calculated correlation degree, for 
calculating the signal concerning the luminance of the position of the interpolation reference pixel, 
thereby enhancing the luminance resolution of an imaging signal. It is considered to be obvious for a 
person skilled in the art, to adopt the interpolation processing described in document 2, as the 
interpolation processing in the signal processing circuit described in document 1 .
